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Report  of  the  Board  of  Education 


Walter  Lipman  has  fittingly  stated  that  the  educational  system  of  the 
modern  age  is  weak  because  its  roots  are  not  embedded  in  the  classical  and 
Christian    educational    systems    of    the   past. 

We  regret  that  it  is  just  as  H  is  and  we  cannot  see  the  kind  of  future  that 
our  church  should  possess  until  we  can,  as  a  Conference,  again  possess  an  in 
stituticn  wherein  we  shall  dictate  its  course  a-nd  plan  its  curriculum  as  a 
Conference. 

There  is  a  void  in  this  surfacely  brilliant  educational  system  because  of  the 
lack  of  that  e'ement  which  is  essential,  Christian  Education. 
(96  per  cent  of  our  young  people  tire  in  the  public  schools  where  the  Bible  is 
not  nor  can  be  taught,  nor  any  of  its  by-products.  Neither  are  the  colleges 
and  universities  in  and  out  of  the  church  losing-  much  time  with  the  teaching 
of  the  Bible  as  such  to  ameleorate  this  condition).  Resolved  that  the  Louisiana 
Conference  go  on  record  as  requesting  the  school  boards  to  grant  the  Methodist 
students  and  any  others  who  may  so  desire  a  day  off  or  a  part  of  a  day  so  that 
they  may  be  taught  the  Christian  religion,  in  their  respective  church,  and  that 
the  teachers  who  m\v  desire  be  permitted  without  a  deficit  in  point  of  the  loss 
of  time  to  instruct  accordingly. 

Resolved,  2nd  -  That  the  Department  of  Education  of  the  Methodist  Church, 
through  its  Board  of  Education  Central  Jurisdiction  establish  at  the  only  hope 
for  our  Methodism  in  the  State  of  Louisiana,  Gilbert  Academy,  A  Department 
of  Religious  Education  and  that  special  teachers  be  secured  for  this  work  so  as 
to  give  to  this  Conference  young-  men  an  dwomen  who  are  trained  toward  God 
and  the  Church. 

GILBERT  ACADEMY 
We  are  exceedingly  gratified  on  account  of  the  fine  showing  of  mental 
and  moral  accomplishments  here  under  the  able  leadership  of  Mrs.  M.  D.  Bowen 
and  her  splendid  staff  of  teachers  in  Music,  literature  dramatics,  athletics,  and 
other  cultural  phases  of  training,  evidence  of  the  same  we  saw  in  the  renditions 
here  last  night.  i 

Resolved,  1st  -  That  as  a  token  of  our  appreciatin  for  this  fine  foundational 
work  that  on  Tincoln  Day  we  raise  $1500,  the  same  to  be  used  to  supplement 
the   teachers'    salaries : 

The  same  to  be  appointed  among  the  Districts  and  sent  to  the  Conference 
treasurer    without    World    Service   Credit. 

Resolved,  2nd  -  That  the  advisory  board  Ve  consulted  when  the  faculty  is 
being  chosen  as  is  done  in  other  private  institutions  of  the  church,  and  that 
they  may  know  the  number  graduating,  etc.,.  and  assist  in  the  solution  of  prob- 
lems affecting  the  school. 

DILLARD   UNIVERSITY 
Since  we  are  not  finding  in   the  merger  of  the   New   Orleans  University 
and  Straight   College  the  benefits  which  we  thought  would  come  to  the  church 
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ami  this  Conference,  we  have  discovered  that  sympathy  is  almost  lost,  we 
herein  resolve  thai  the  resident  Bishops,  and  others  who  arc  members  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  elect  some  members  of  this  Conference,  ministerial  and  lay, 
to  membership  on  the  said  Boar  dof  Trustees.  This  will  stimulate  the  local 
and   Conference    sympathies    in    Dillard. 

DR.  M.  8.  DAVAGE 
We  rejoice  greatly  in  the  fact  that  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  Metho- 
dist  Church    has   elected   him   to  the  position  of   General    Secretary   of   the   work 
and  assigned  him  to  the  Central   Jurisdiction. 

We  pledge  as  a  Conference  to  give  to  him  larger  support  in  our  efforts  to 
bring  our  Conference  to  its  rightful  place  and  urge  him  to  co-operate  with  us 
as  much  as  possible  to  gain  something  for  which  we  have  contended  and  recom- 
mended in  these  relations.

The  Board  of  Education  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  therefore  recom- 
mends that  the  Conference  investigate  the  relation  of  our  church  at  Scotland- 
ville,  Louisiana  to  Southern  University  with  the  vieAv  of  having  the  Wesley 
Foundation  re-stablished  at  Southern  University.  This  would  effect  a  happy 
influence  upon  the  church  life  and  conference. 

FOR  WORK  OF  EDUCATION  IN  THE  LOCAL  CHURCHES 
We  submit  herewith  to  the  Conference  Commission  of  the  World  Service 
and   Finance  the   following  for   1941  : 

1.  That  the  average  annual  giving  for  the  past  quadrennium  be  made  the 
basis  for  establishing  quota  for  the  educational  giving  for  the  coming  con- 
ference year. 

That  the  New  Orleans  Area  Council  during  the  past  quadriennium  voted  that 
$3000  annually,  of  its  World  Service  Budget  raised  (at  Easter),  be  given  for  the 
promotion  of  Christian  Education  in  the  Local  Church.  The  past  year  ending 
September  1,  1940,  our  area  paid  $3,106.04,  which  was  12  per  cent  of  the  total 
World  Service  raised. 

3.  That  with  the  Central  Alabama  Conference  taken  from  our  New-  Orleans 
Area  we  recommend  that  for  the  coming  year  an.  amount  equal  to  15  per  cent 
of  the  World  Service  quota  raised  during  1939-40  be  the  ratio  of  giving  by  each 
Conference  of  the  area  to  the  program  of  Christian  Education  in  the  Local 
Church.       On  this  basis  the  quota  for  Louisiana  Conference  would  be  $973.12. 

4.  That  the  first  Sunday  in  October  we  raiise  finance  for  the  support  of 
Our  program  of  Christian  Education  in  the  Local  Church.

Whereas,  the  Discipline  makes  it  mandatory  that  youg  people  he  members 
of  our  different   Boards; 

Whereas,  the  local  church  must  give  youth  an  important  place  in  all  its 
phases;

Therefore,  be  it  resolved  that  we,  the  youth  and  youth  leaders  pledge  anew 
our  loyalty  to  the  church,  by, 

Maintaining  two  great   institutes  in   the   Conference; 

One  Annual  Youth  Assembly,  one  Leaders  Counsel  and  a  Conference  Youth 
Council;  each  District  a  mid-year  Institute  and  one  Religious  Educational 
and  Recreational   Center  on  each  District. 

To  this  end  we  implore  the  hearty  cooperation  of  everv  Pastor  of  the  various 
charges  and  urge  that  all  good  Methodist  exhibit  a  larger  and  definite  interest 
in  the  youth  of  our  Conference  and  State.

REV.  H.  DANIELS 

Born  in  Mansfield,  La.,  approximately  3  score  and  10  years  ago,  Rev.  EL 
Daniels  of  2415  Magnolia  Street,  active  as  a  Methodist  leader  for  tlie  past  50 
years,  died  at  his  residence  at  2:15  A.  M.,  Tuesday.  February  27,  1940.  At  the 
time  of  his  death,  Rev.  Daniels  was  president  of  the  Thorny  Lafon  Old  Floks' 
Home  and  pastor  of  Rose  Chapel  and  Shaw  Temple  Churches.  He  was 
formerly   president   of   the   New   Orleans   Methodist   Ministers'    Alliance. 

Married  (30  years  ago  to  Miss  Lott.ye  Grooms  of  this  city.  Rev.  Daniels'  life 
has  been  one  of  patient  Christian  service  that  saw  successful  charges  in  prin- 
cipal  cities  of  Louisiana  including  New  Orleans,  Baton  Rouge,  Shreveport  and 
Monroe.  In  Monroe,  Rev.  Daniels  leaves  a  monument  to  his  efforts  in  the  con- 
struction of  St.  James  M.  E.  Church,  where  he  was  in  charge  for  nine  years. 
He   was   District   Superintendent   in    conjunction  with    many   of   his   charges. 

He  leaves  to  mourn  his  passing  his  wife  and  four  daughters:  Mrs.  Marion 
Daniels  Earls,  Miss  Eunice  C.  Dan|;els,  Miss  Doris  J.  Daniels,  and  Miss  Hub- 
bardine  W.  Daniels.

REV.  HENRY  WILSON  GRAY 

Rev.  Henry  Wrilson  Gray  was  born  in  Chenneyvi'le,  La.,  April  15,  1883,  and  died 
in  New  Orleans,  December  4,   19.39. 

He  was  the  youngest  child  of  Mrs.  Louise  and  William  Gray.  He  attended 
the  public  schools  of  ChenneyviHe  and  later  studied  at  Chenneyville  Academy.

In 
1919  Rev.  Gray  was  admitted  to  the  Louisiana  Conlerence  and  appointed  to 
the  Longville  Circuit.  There  he  preached,  prayed  and  sang  himself  into  the 
hearts  of  men  and  was  instrumental  in  saving  many  souls.  He  served  this  ap-

His  next  appointment  was  Welch  Methodist  Church.  He  served  at  Welch  two 
years.  He  built  a  church  and  parsonage  and  liquidated  all  debts  at  Keithville 
Church,  where  he  served  two  years.  His  next  appointment  was  Daniel  and 
Round  Grove.  Here  he  built  a  church.  He  served  this  appointment  three 
years.       He  served  the  Mallilieu  Church  at  New  Orleans  for  three  years.       He 
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served  three  years  at  St.  Matthews  Church,  Algiers,  and  greatly  enlarged  the 
membership.  His  next  appointment  was  St.  Mark,.Opelousas,  where  he  served 
for  two  years  with  much  success.  He  served  LaHarpe  Church,  New  Or'eans 
for  one  year.  Then  he  succeeded  the  Rev.  J.  E.  Brown  as  superintendent  of  the 
Shreveport-Mohroe  District.  He  served  on  the  district  one  year  and  one  month, 
where  on  Monday  morning,  December  4,  1939,  he  answered  the  summons  to  that 
land  where  the  just  are  made  perfect. 

Rev.  Gray  leaves  a  wife,  Mrs.  Alice  Gray;  three  daughters,  Mary  Etta, 
Pearl  and  Naomi,  four  sons,  Henry  W.,  Laurence,  William  and  Robert.  He 
stfived  to  give  all  his  children  a  college  education.  He  leaves  one  brother, 
Mr.  James  Hagans,  two  sisters.

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Report  of  Board  of  Education 


It    has  been  fittingly  stated  that  the  educational  system  of  tins  age  iH  weak, 

It  has  been  fittingly  stated  that  the  educational  system  of  this  age  is  weak, 
legalise  its  roots  are  not  embedded  in  a  Christian  educational  system,  as  of 
t'e  post.  We  regret  that  it  is  as  it  is.  We  cannot  see  the  future  that  our 
church  should  possess  until  we  can,  as  a  conference,  again  possess  an  insti- 
tution wherein  we  shall  dictate  or  plan  the  curriculum  of  the  school  to  which 
«  n r   youth  shall  go. 

There  is  a  void  in  this  surfacely  brilliant  educational  system  because  of 
t'e    lick    of    the   factor    which    is   essential,    Christian    Education. 

Ninety-six  per  cent  of  our  young  people  are  in  the  public  schools  where 
••be  Bible  is  not,  nor  can  be  taught,  nor  any  of  its  by-products.  Neither  are 
the  colleges  and  universities,  in  and  out  cf  the  church,  losing  time  with  the 
teaching  of  the  Bible  as  such  to  ameliorate  this  condition.  Resolved  that  the 
Louisiana  Conference  go  on  record  as  requesting  the  school  boards  to  grant 
the  Methodist  students,  and  others  who  may  so  desire,  a  day  off  or  a  part 
of  a  day  so  that  they  may  be  taught  the  Christian  religion,  in  their  respective 
churches,  and  that  the  teachers  who  may  so  desire  be  permitted  without  a 
deficit   in  point  of   the  loss   of   time,   to   instruct   accordingly. 

Resolved,  second — That  the  Department  of  Education  of  the  Methodist 
Church,  through  its  Board  of  Education — Central  Jurisdiction — establish  at 
the  only  hope  for  our  Methodism  in  the  State  of  Louisiana,  Gilbert  Academy, 
a  Department  of  Religious  Education  and  that  special  teachers  be  secured  for 
this  work  so  as  to  give  to  this  conference  young  men  and  women  who  are 
trained   God- wards  and   Church- wards. 

GILBERT   ACADEMY 

We  are  exceedingly  gratified  on  account  of  the  fine  showing  of  mental  and 
moral  accomplishments  here  under  the  able  leadership  of  Mrs.  M.  D.  Bowen. 
and  her  splendid  corps  of  teachers  in  music,  literature,  dramatics,  athletics 
and  other  educational  phases  of  training.  The  present  enrollment  is  188 — 
Methodists,    Catholics    and    Baptists. 

Resolved,  first — That  as  a  token  of  our  appreciation  for  this  fine  foun- 
dational work,  which  is  being  done  here,  that  on  Lincoln  Day  we  raise  $1500, 
the   same  to   be  used  to   supplement   the   teachers'   salaries. 

The  same  to  be  apportioned  among  the  Districts  and  sent  to  the  Conference 
treasurer    without    World    Service    Credits. 

We  further  recommend — That  an  Advisory  Board  be  appointed  by  the 
Bishop,  consisting  of  the  Superintendents,  five  Pastors,  and  five  laymen,  with 
the  same  duties  as  that  of  the  Trustees  of  regular  institutions  of  the  church. 
The   Resident  Bishop— Chairman. 

REPORT   OF   OTHER  INSTITUTIONS 

Dillard  University  has  an  enrollment  of  294  from  several  States,  and  a 
faculty   of   23. 

Xavier  has  500  preparatory  students,  and  3,578  grade  school  students, 
a  total  of  4,928  under  Catholic  tutorship,  and  one  church  alone  has  17,000 
members,    backed    by    a    militant    priesthood    and    an   insistant    sisterhood.    1941 
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commencement  graduated  from  college  150.  Immediately  jobs  were  given  to 
them  and  among  them  were  Methodists.  Due  of  our  preacher's  daughters, 
Miss   Gray,   is  now  at  work   under   Catholic  arrangements. 

The  Lutheran  schools,  in  the  high  and  grade  schools,  are  more  than  500 
students  from  Methodist  and  Baptist  churches,  who  are  compelled  to  attend 
the  Lutheran  Church  School  because  of  their  enrollment  in  the  schools  stated 
above.  These  students  are  indoctrinated  in  the  Lutheran  faith,  because  of 
this  a  few  of  them  can  be  used  in  the  Methodist  Church.  Beyond  doubt,  they 
are  lost   to  us. 

The  Episcopal  church  operates  Gaudet  Normal  and  Industrial  School  with 
an  .enrollment  of  300  surrounded  by  the  same  conditions  as  the  Lutherans. 
Under  the  spell  of  these  conditions,  as  we  face  these  facts,  Methodism  cannot 
go  forward  to  heights  which  we  desire  from  the  standpoint  of  numbers,  and 
efficiency  for  the  future  as  we  desire.  The  time  is  come  for  the  Louisiana 
Annual    Conference   of  the  Methodist  Church   to   do   something  about   it. 

We  further  recommend  that  since  we  are  a  part  of  Dillard  University 
by  merging  New  Orleans  University  with  Straight  College  so  as  to  form 
Dillard, 

Resolved — That  two  or  more  members  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  be 
placed  upon  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  that  shall  be  made  known  to  the 
Trustee  Board  by  those  who  are  now  members  of  the  same,  who  are  Bishop 
R.   E.  Jones  and  Dr.  M.   S.  Davage. 

THE  FOURTH  SUNDAY  IN  EACH  MONTH 
We   recommend  that   the    fourth    Sunday   in   each   month   shall   be   observed 
as  World   Service  Sunday  by   action   of  the  General   Conference   1040  Discipline 
p.    1143—7. 

FOR  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 
We    recommend    that   the    asking    for    Christian    Education    be    the    same    as 
last  year  $1073),  and  that  this  amount  be  apportioned  to  the  various  charges. 
We    further    recommend    that    $250.00   of    this    amount   be    allowed    to    cover 
the   expense   of  the  Executive   Secretary  of  the   Conference. 

We  further  recommend  that  Rally  Day  be  observed  by  the  Conference 
during  the  month  of  November,  and  urgently  request  that  each  charge  at- 
tempt to  raise  its  full  quota  on  that  date  and  send  it  in  to  the  conference 
treasurer.

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RESOLUTIONS 

BISHOP   R.  K.  JONES  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  CONFERENCE: 

Your  Committee  on  Resolutions  for  courtesies  shown  submit  the  follow- 
ing report:  The  Bishop,  District  Superintendents,  General  Officers,  College 
Presidents,  and  Teachers,  the  members  (both  Lay  and  Ministerial )  of  the 
Seventy-sixth  Annual  Session  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  and  friends  have  re- 
ceived so  many  evidences  of  the  sincere  hospitality  extended  to  us  when  we 
came  to  this  fair  city  on  the  Ouachita  river,  that  we  would  feel  ourselves 
guilty  of  thoughtlessness,  devoid  of  appreciation  and  feelings,  and  stimulated 
with  ingratitude,  if  we  did  not  officially  express  our  sincere  recognition  of 
the  wholehearted,  unstinted  efforts  which  the  membership  of  this  church  and 
citizens    in   Monroe   have   put   forth   in   entertaining  this   Conference. 

We  came  as  guests,  like  the  farmer  gathers  his  golden  grain  and  ripened 
fruit  in  fields  and  orchards  in  autumn.  We  have  been  gathering  the  golden 
evidences  of  friendship  which  have  ripened  on  the  fields  of  love  and  hospitality 
in  the  hearts  of  the  people  here. 

While  here,  no  birds  have  sung  unwelcome  songs,  no  persons  have  shown 
frown-wrinkled  faces,  no  school  teacher  has  said  "Thou  Shalt  Not  Enter  Here/' 
no  policemen  have  unfriendly  shown  their  emblems  of  authority,  no  news- 
paper has  closed  its  columns  for  news  to  us,  no  churches  have  barred  their 
pews  and  pulpits  to  us,  no  store  has  given  insulting  inattention,  no  member — 
no  officer  of  St.  James  has  shunned  the  slightest  thing  to  add  to  our  com- 
fort, no  home  owner  has  forbade  our  crossing  the  sacred  threshold  of  his 
doors  and  even  no  skies   have  been  "Cloudy  all  Day."
